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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Gilford: 

We  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Selectmen, 
Treasurer,  Town  Clerk,  Collector  of  Taxes,  Trustees 
of  Trust  Funds,  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  other 
officers  and  committees  and  the  annual  report  of  the 
School  Board,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  January  31, 
1936. 

At  the  special  town  meeting  held  June  29th,  1935, 
$8,500  was  appropriated  to  take  advantage  of  legisla- 
tive special  appropriation  made  by  State  for  equipment 
and  materials  entering  into  construction  of  road  to  the 
ski  jump,  this  money  and  $16,500  contributed  by  State, 
to  be  expended  under  direction  of  the  State  Highway 
Department.  Labor  cost  is  furnished  by  Federal  Gov- 
ernment. 

Under  the  system  in  use  by  the  State  Highway 
Department,  30  per  cent,  of  our  appropriation  was 
payable  to  the  State,  within  30  days  after  start  of 
operation  and  balance  upon  completion.  This  30  per 
cent,  or  $2,550  has  been  paid  from  unexpended  balances 
of  other  appropriations  and  no  additional  funds  have 
been  borrowed  for  this  purpose. 

The  balance,  $5,950,  will  probably  become  payable 
late  in  the  present  year.  As  there  are  no  notes  out- 
standing on  this  account  and  no  funds  due  the  State  at 
this  time,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  take  any  action  on 
the  matter  this  year.  Neither  will  any  part  of  the  cost 
enter  into  taxes  levied  in  1936. 

The  relief  situation  is  getting  to  be  a  serious  one, 
particularly  as  regards  the  aged  and  those  physically 
unable  to  work. 

State  funds  for  reimbursement  gave  out  in  October 
and  no  more  available  for  this  purpose  until  July  next. 
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In  the  meantime  the  town  is  compelled  to  carry  the  full 

load  and  during  the  months  when  the  load  is  heaviest, 

consequently  our  appropriation  was  overdrawn  heavily.

I  herewith  submit  my  seventeenth  annual  report 
as  superintendent  of  your  schools.

School  Nurse 

It  was  found  necessary  to  rearrange  some  of  the 
territory  covered  by  school  nurses,  and  Miss  Ruth  Lan- 
gille,  who  has  Alton,  Farmington,  Gilmanton  and  some 
other  neighboring  school  districts,  was  assigned  in  Sep- 
tember to  Gilford,  replacing  Miss  Ruth  Whitcomb. 
Miss  Langille  reports  that  she  has  made  "a  hasty  sur- 
vey of  the  work  to  be  done  in  an  effort  to  ascertain  as 
quickly  as  possible  the  health  needs  and  to  plan  a  pro- 
gram which  would  fill  these  needs." 

Miss  Langille  has  examined  6Q  pupils,  finding  86 
defects  of  which  9  have  been  corrected.  Nineteen 
children  were  found  without  defects.  The  physical  de- 
fects noted  were  as  follows :  Underweight,  9 ;  vision,  7 ; 
hearing,  2  ;  teeth,  37 ;  tonsils,  24 ;  adenoids,  3  ;  speech,  2  ; 
cardiac,  2. 

She  points  out  the  need  of  available  clinics  to  enable 
parents  to  get  rates  low  enough  to  afford  the  correction 
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of  some  of  these  defects,  and  expresses  hope  that  at  least 
some  of  the  necessary  corrective  work  can  be  done  this 
year.  Miss  Langille  thanks  the  teachers  and  parents 
for  their  cooperation  in  helping  her  get  acquainted  with 
the  work  in  Gilford.

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CONSOLIDATION 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  school  meeting  last 
March  to  act  jointly  with  the  School  Board  in  studying 
the  need  and  the  desirability  of  a  central  school  at  the 
Village,  gave  this  problem  considerable  attention.  The 
failure  of  the  committee  to  reach  a  unanimous  agree- 
ment and  the  uncertainty  of  receiving  Federal  Aid  prob- 
ably influenced  the  voters  at  a  special  meeting  to  reject 
the  proposal  that  such  a  school  be  built. 

The  congestion  at  the  Village  School  was  relieved 
in  September  by  transferring  some  of  the  pupils  to  the 
Intervale  School  and  others  to  the  Laconia  Schools. 

I  believe  this  question  of  consolidation  should  be 
given  further  thought  and  some  action  along  this  line 
be  taken.  If  such  a  building  is  not  to  be  constructed  a 
considerable  expenditure  must  soon  be  made  to  make 
the  buildings  now  in  use  adequate  for  the  needs  of  such 
a  community  as  Gilford. 

The  continued  cooperation  which  I  have  received 
from  the  School  Board  and  teachers  is  sincerely  appre- 
ciated.
